Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1973.  The  need 
to  present  it  to  the  Council  before  the  1st  April  prevents  the 
inclusion  of  certain  useful  and  important  features,  such  as  Vital 
Statistics,  the  tabular  statements  of  Chuses  of  Death  and  the  Chemical 
Analysis  of  the  Water  Supplies.  There  is,  fortunately,  no  reason  to 
think  that  the  1973  Vital  Statistics  will  have  ceased  to  compare 
favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  and  it  is  virtually  certain 
that  the  familiar  pattern  and  characteristic  groupings  of  the  table  of 
Causes  of  Death  will  not  have  changed.  With  regard  to  Chemical 
Analysis  of  Water  Supplies  the  information  set  out  in  the  1972  Annual 
Report,  which  dealt  with  the  year  ended  31 st  March  1973  is  still 
relevant. 


It  is  timely  to  mention  once  more  the  Health  and  Social  Services 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  and  to  say  again  that  these,  together 
with  those  of  the  District  Councils,  provide  a broad  base  of  operations 
for  the  prevention  of  illness  and  the  maintenance  and  promotion  of 
health.  On  the  1st  April,  1974  a new  Area  Health  Authority  will  assume 
responsibility  of  all  National  Health  Services  in  the  whole  of 
Bedfordshire.  It  is  comforting  to  know  that  when  this  takes  place  the 
base  will  still  exist  andi  will,  in  fact,  be  broadened!.  There  are 
statutory  provisions  to  secure  this  and  they  will  facilitate 
collaboration  and  co-operation,  as  will  the  appointment  by  District 
Councils  of  the  District  Community  Physician  as  their  "proper  officer". 

In  conclusion,  I express  my  deep  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  consideration  they  have  always  shown  me.  I wish  also 
to  thank  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation  and 

unfailing  courtesy.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  in  character  and  is  famous  for 

its  market  gardening  industry. 

The  various  tjrpes  of  industry  carried  out  in  the  area  include  light 
engineering,  brick  making,  milling  and  the  manufacture  of  fertilizer. 

In  the  main,  most  of  the  industry  is  confined  to  the  larger  parishes  in 

the  southern  part  of  the  district. 

In  recent  years  considerable  residential  development  has  taken  place 
in  all  parts  of  the  district,  particularly  in  the  south.  Many  of  the 
new  residents  are  employed  in  neighbouring  towns, 

3.  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Much  is  achieved  in  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  by  immunisation. 
Diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poly io-myel it is  are  dealt  with  in  the 
firs/t  year  of  life  and  necessary  re-inf orcjement  doses  are  given  at  about  five 
years  of  age.  Immunisation  against  measles  takes  place  in  the  second  year  of 
life.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  feasibility  of  immunising  at  the 
age  of  five  years  those  who  missed  vaccination  earlier. 

Vaccination  against  rubella  is  offered  as  a routine  to  gii’ls  reaching 
their  twelfth  year  and  there  are  arrangements,  with  prescribed  safeguards, 
for  the  vaccination  of  women  of  child-bearing  age. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered,  where  appropriate,  to  children  at  the  age 

of  thirteen  years. 
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There  are  also  certain  activities  of  officers  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  which  are  important  in  the  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases.  They  are  mostly  readily  recognisable  in  outbreaks  of  vomiting 
and  diarrhoea  and  the  rigid  surveillance  of  persons  returning  from  abroad 
who  have  been  in  contact  with  infectious  diseases,  especially  typhoid  and 
cholera. 

The  table  below  sets  out  the  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
received.  There  is  a continued  absence  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyletis 
and  there  is  no  case  of  food  poisoning  or  dysentry.  Each  fact  is  a clear 
indication  of  the  efficiency  of  the  public  health  measures  taken.  Measles 
again  behaved:  capriciously.  There  were  149  cases  compared  with  3 in  1972 
and  159  in  1971.  There  was  one  case  of  malaria  and  this  had  been  contracted 
abroad.  In  the  country  as  a whole  there  is  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  such  cases.

There  were  4 new  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis . 

The  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Unit  now  visits  Biggleswade  regularly  to  provide 
a service  for  local  medical  practitioners.  It  is  stationed  near  to  the 
Railway  Station  Yard  every  Tuesday,  between  11.15a.m.  and  11.45  a.m. 

4.  CLEANSING  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS 

Cases  requiring  attention  are  usually  school  children  with  head  lice 
infestation  and  these  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Visitors  as  a matter  of 
routine. 

5.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1 948  - SECTION  47 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  provides  for  the  removal  to 
hospital  or  Part  III.  accommodation  on  a (Eourt  Order,  of  sick  or  old  people 
who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  u^e 
this  legislation  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  any  person  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirty-first  and  final  annual 
report  on  the  work  of  the  public  health  department. 

It  is  an  occasion  tinged  with  regret  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  me 
to  sever  a long  and  happy  association  with  the  Council  and  in  particular 
to  witness,  the  passing  of  an  efficient  and  progressive  Authority.  At  the  same 
time  it  affords  a great  sense  of  satisfaction  to  realise  that  in  some 
small  measure  I have  been  associated  with  the  great  strides  made  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  environmental  health  of  the  district. 

It  has  been  the  Council's  constant  endeavour  to  provide  adequate  and 
efficient  services  for  all  ratepayers  and  the  measure  of  their  success  can 
best  be  judged  by  the  following  brief  outline  of  their  achievements  in  four 
of  the  more  important  aspects  of  environmental  health. 

Water  Supply  - 

Although  the  public  water  supply  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the 
Bedfordshire  Water  Board,  the  credit  for  the  present  satisfactory  position 
is  due  to  a very  great  extent  to  this  Authority,  because  although  the 
Biggleswade  Water  Board  were  the  Authority  originally  responsible  for  the 
production  of  water,  it  was  the  Rural  District  Council  which  was 
responsible  for  its  distribution  and  it  is  through  their-  efforts  that  all 
but  15  isolated  dwellings  are  now  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  public 
supply. 

Drainage  & Sewerage. 

Despite  the  fact  that  prior  to  the  Local  Government  Acts  of  1 929  and 
1935,  each  parish  was  normally  responsible  for  the  financial  burden  ox 
providing  such  costly  services  as  sewerage  etc.,  public  drainage  systems 
were  in  fact  provided  in  Arlesey,  Stotfold  and  Pot  ton  and  the  cost  met  by 
special  rates  levied  on  the  parishes  concerned. 

The  Acts  of  1929  and  1933  made  it  possible  for  Rural  Councils  to  accept 
financial  and  administrative  responsibility  for  water  and  sewerage  services 
in  individual  parishes  by  meeting  the  cost  out  of  the  district  rate  fund. 
Subsequently  this  policy  became  a statutory  requirement  on  the  passing  of 
The  Rural  Water  SSupplies  & Sewerage  Act  1944. 

The  Council  made  full  use  of  these  powers  and  since  the  introduction  of 
this  Act  have  provided  public  sewerage  facilities  in  114  parishes.  Schemes 
for  3 other  parishes  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  when  these  are 
completed  there  will  only  remain  5 small  and  scattered  parishes-  without  main 
drainage  facilities. 
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Public  Cleansing  - 

Thirty  years  ago,  open  horse-drawn  carts  were  used  for  the  fortnightly 
removal  of  incombustible  refuse  only,  in  5 of  the  larger  parishes,  and 
horse  drawn  tumbler  carts  were  used  for  the  removal  of  night  soil  and  thee 
manual  emptying  of  cesspools.  These  services  were  gradually  extended  and 
improved  until  in  1955  the?  whole  of  the  district  was  covered  by  the 
fortnightly  removal  of  all.  household  refuse  and  the:  regular  removal  of 
nightsoil  and  emptying  of  cesspools  In  purpose  designed  mechanically 
propelled  vehicles. 

Since  then  the  service  has  been  constantly  reviewed  and  improved1 
until  today  when  there  is  an  efficient  weekly  removal  of  refuse  in  paper 
sacks  and  special  arrangements  for  the-  removal  of  trade  and  other-  bulky  refuse-. 

Housing. 

In  1913,  tenders  for  the  erection  of  20  Council  houses  at  Langford  were 
received.  These  were:  the  first  to  be  built  in  the  area,  but  others  followed 
in  quick  succession  and  by  the  outbreak  of  the  second  world  war  the  Council 
held  a stock  of  1,149  dwellings-.  Unfortunately  building  operations  had  to  be 
suspended  during  the  war,  but  the  Council's  forsight  In  sending  a deputation 
to  the  Ministry  in  1943  to  discuss  their  first  post-war  housing  programme, 
resulted  in  the  formulation  of  a programme  for  the  erection  of  100  dwellings 
which  enabled  them  to  make  an  early  start  on  post  war  housing  and  thereby  to 
claim  the  honour  of  being  the  first  Authority  in  the  County  to  complete  a 
post  war  dwelling.  It  is  recorded  in  the?  Minutes  that  a Committee  inspected 
this  house-  in  Trinity  Road,  Stotfold,  in  April  1946. 

Since  then,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  and  ever-increasing  costs, 
the  Council  has  persued  an  active  housing  policy  with  the  result  that  it 
now  has  an  overall  stock  of  3,080  units  of  accommodation  comprising  houses, 
flats,  bungalows  and  a group  of  flats-  for- senior  citizens  controlled  by  a 
Warden. 

In  addition,  587  garages  have  been  provided. 

These?  brief  comments  will  it  is  hoped,  serve  to  indicate  to  all  concerned 
that  this  was  indeed!  a most  efficient  and!  progressive  Authority  and  one  which 
every  member  and  officer  may  justifiably  feel  proud  to  have  served. 

In  conclusion  I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  consideration  and  support.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  all  members  of  the  Council's  staff  and  in  particular  to  the 
staff  of  the  public  health  department  for  their  loyal  support  and.  co-operation 
over  many  years .

(a)  Public  Supply 

Adequate  supplies'  of  water*  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  district 
by  The  Bedfordshire  Water  Board. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Dunton  and1  Newspring 
sources  and  the  western  part  from  the  Meppershall  source.  Part  of  Mogerhanger 
however  receives  water  from  the  Great  Ouse  Whter  Authority  pipeline  (Crafham 

Water) . 

Supplies  are  taken  by  the  Water  Board  at  frequent  intervals  and  the 
following  reports  are  typical  of  samples  taken  for.  chemical  examination. 

These  indicate  that  the  water  is  of  a high  standard  of  organic  purity.

In  addition  to  thee  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Bbard,  12  were  submitted!  to 
The  Public  Health  laboratory  service  at  Bedford  by  your  Public  Health  Department 
all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 


(b)  Privately  Gkned  Sources'. 

During  the  year  an  isolated  dwelling  in  Arlesey  became  reoccupied.  This  is 
dependant  upon  a well  for  domestic  water  and  the  total  number  of  privately 
owned  sources  of  supply  is  now  13.  These  serve  15  dwellings  and  11  flour  mill. 

23  samples  of  water  from  these  sources  were  submitted  for  examination,  16  of 
which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  4 suspicious  and  3 unsatisfactory. 

Householders  are  always  advised  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  drinking 
purposes  where  any  doubt  exists  as  to  its  purity. 
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(c)  Distribution  of  Water

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DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE 


Progress  on  the  various  sewerage  schemes  in  hand,  may  he  summarized  as 
follows 

(i)  Arlesey,  Stotfold  & Five-parish  scheme. 

Extensions  to  the  sewerage  disposal  works  at  Langford  Road,  Henlow 
were  substantially  completed  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  they  will 
be  fully  operative  early  in  11974. 

Progress  on  the  newr  disposal  works  at  Poppy  Hill,  Langford  has  been 
reasonable  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the?  structural  work  was  75^  complete 
and  installation  of  mechanical  equipment  was  in  progress. 

Approximately  8 &fo  of  the  new  sewers  were  laidU 

(ii)  Southill  & Old  Warden. 

Negotiations  for1  the  acquisition  of  pumping  station  sites  have  been 
completed  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  drilling  of  test  boreholes  was  in 
progress. 

(iii) Potton 

Tenders  for  this  scheme  were  received  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  work  on  the  relaying  of  sewers  was  commenced  in  July,  Extensions  to 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  also  in  progress  and  the  whole  scheme  is  due  for 
completion  by  July  1975. 

(iv)  Sutton. 

Fhotracted  discussions  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of  the 
pumping  station  site  delayed,  progress  on  this  scheme,  and  it  was-  not  until 
November  that  the  drilling  of  test  boreholes  was  completed. 

In  the  meantime  the  Land  Settlement  Association  decided  not  to 
enter-  into  a scheme  with  the  Council  for  the  sewering-  of  their  properties. 

This  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  total  cost  of  the  schema  to 
approximately  £145,000. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  owns  one  1 ,500  gallon  capacity  cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  which  was  purchased  in  1 971 . Labour  is  provided  by  a contractor 
who  has  continued  to  perform  his  duties  throughout  the  year  in  a most 
satisfactory  manner. 

Two  free  emptyings  per  year  are  carried  out  upon  request  at  properties 
outside  the-  drainage  areas  and!  in  parishes  where  because  of  "stand-still" 
orders,  householders  are  unable  to  connect  to  the  public  sewers.  More 
frequent  emptyings  are  undertaken  at  a charge  of  £1 .50  per  hour. 
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The  total  number-  of  emptyings  carried  out  in  the  rural  district 
during  1973  was  607  as  compared1  with  571  in  1972.  In  addition  74  cesspools 
were  emptied  on  behalf  of  Biggleswade  Urban  District  CTouncil. 

Income  during  1 973  amounted,  to  £790  as  compared  with  £628  in  1 972 . 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  disposed  of  by  irrigation  on  an  area 

of  waste  land  in  Potton. 


(b)  Night  Soil  Removal 

This  service  has-  again  operated  in  a satisfactory  manner  throughout 
the  year.  The  contractor  responsible  for  cesspool  emptying  also  provides 
the  labour  for  this  service  and  operates  the  Council's  cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  which  is  fitted  with  a special  night  soil  attachment. 

The  number  of  weekly  emptyings  was  1 65  as  compared  with  178  in  1972. 


(c)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


(i)  Collection 

All  domestic  refuse  is  removed  at  weekly  intervals  by  2?  contractors 
who  provide  labour  and  vehicles-.  Both  contractors  have  carried  out  their  duties 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

Paper  refuse  sacks  used  as  bin  liners  are  in  use  throughout  the  area 
and  when  a refuse  bin  becomes  unserviceable,  it  is  replaced1  free  of  charge  by  an 
approved  type  sack  holder.  21 4 sack  holders  were  issued  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  weekly  collection,  a special  free-  collection 
of  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse  is  undertaken.  Householders  may  obtain  cards 
requesting  this  service  from  the  collectors  and  every  effort  is  made  to  remove 
the  refuse  within  a week  of  receipt  of  request. 

During  the  year  627  householders  took  advantage  of  this  service  - 

56  more  than  in  1 972 . 

These  services  are  supplemented  by  the  provision  of  bulk  refuse 
containers  which  are  placed  in  each  parish  at  quarterly  intervals  for  periods 

of  one  week. 

It  is  an  extremely  popular  service  and  it  undoubtedly  accounts  to  a 
large  extent  for  the  considerable  reduction  in  th©  amount  of  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  refuse  in  the  countryside.  Unfortunately  however,  it  is  abused]  and 
much  refuse  other  than  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse  is  deposited  in  the 
containers.  Evidence  also  points  to  the  fact  that  non-ratepayers  use  the 
facilities  but  without  a wholetime  attendant  on  duty  at  each  container  site, 
it  seems  impossible  to  prevent  such  abuse. 

Extensions  of  the  service  during  the  year  have  included  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  refuse  from  Fairfield  Hospital  by  means  of  bulk  containers,  and  on 
behalf  of  Bedfordshire  County  Council,  the  removal  of  refuse  from  27  laybjrs  and 
the  provision  and  emptying  of  a bulk  container  at  the  gipsy  site  at  Potton. 
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(d)  Disposal 


All  refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  rural  area  and  Biggleswade  Urban 
District,  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  part  of  a sand  pit 
at  Deepdale,  Potton.  In  addition,  the  Council  agreed  a request;  from 
Chesterton  Rural  District  Council  to  accept  domestic  refuse  from  part  of  their 
area  and  these  arrangements  came  into  operation  in  May.

When  it  is  considered  that  approx imately  3t  acres  of  otherwise 
derelict  land  have  been  reclaimed  in  4 years,  part  of  which  has  already  been 
planted  with  trees,  and  that  the  average  cost  of  disposal  is  something  less 
than  £1  .00  per  ton  as  compared),  with  £4.40  to  £5.00  estimated  by  Consultants  to 
the  North  West  Hertfordshire  & South  East  Bedfordshire  Refuse  Disposal  Joint 
Committee  just  over  a year  ago  for  incineration  of  refuse,  this  method  of 
disposal  must  be  acknowledged  to  be  both  efficient  and  economic. 

Costs  amounting  to  £3,930  were  recovered  from  Biggleswade  Urban 
District  Council,  Chesterton  Rural  District  Council,  Fairfield  Hospital  and 
other  persons  for  disposal  and/or  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  and  trade 
refuse.

(e)  Disposal  of  Toxic  Waste 

The  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act  1972  makes  it  an  offence 
punishable  by  heavy  penalties  to  deposit  on  land  any  poisonous,  noxious  or 
polluting  waste  in  circumstances  in  which  it  might  cause  danger  to  persons 
and  animals  or  might  pollute  a water  supply.  It  also  places  an  obligation 
on  those  concerned,  to  notify  local  Authorities  and  River  Authorities  of  the 
nature  and  quantities  of  certain  wastes  arising  or  being  deposited  in  their 
areas . 


Although  comparatively  small  quantities  of  such  wastes  arise  within 
the  area  none  are  deposited  at  the  refuse  tip  and  the  51  notifications  received 
during  the  year  indicates  that  46  loads  were  disposed  of  within  the  County  and

5 . RODENT  CONTROL 


One  whole  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  and  he  is 
responsible  for  carrying  out  surveys  and  the-  treatment  of  infested  premises. 
The  service  is  free  in  respect  of  domes-tic  premises  and  a small  charge  on  a 
time  and  material  basis  is  made  for  any  work  carried  out  at  business-  premises:. 

The  operator  carries-  out  regular  inspections  and  treatments  at  the  refuse 
tip  and  all  sewage  disposal  works.  Routine  test-baiting  of  sewers  is  also 
undertaken  and  if  infestations  are  found  the  necessary  treatment  is  carried 
out.

HOUSING 


(a)  Housing  Conditions 

Unfortunately  progress  in  the  field  of  slum  clearance  has  been  disappointing 
and  although  the  Council's  problems  are  fully  appreciated,  it  must  be  pointed 
out  that  if  the  remaining  unfit  dwellings  in  the  area  are  to  be  cleared  during 
the  present  decade,  much  greater  progress  will  be  necessary. 

Discussions;  with  your  Engineer  & Surveyor  & Housing  Manager’  indicate  that 
the  greatest  problem  in.  the  erection  of  new  dwellings  has  been  the  Government’s 
refusal  to  approve  tenders  which  do  not  fall  within  the  price  ’’yardstick". 

The  result  of  this  policy  was  that  it  was;  not  until  December  that  116  upits  of 
accommodation  became  available. 

This  meant  that  with  practically  no  new  accommodation  being  available  during 
the  year  and  with  an  average  of  only  60/70  vacancies  and  a waiting  list  of 
approximately  1,000,  the  Council's  efforts  in  this  sphere  have  of  necessity  been 
extremely  limited. 

Fortunately  however,  the  completion  of  a further  2 6 units  is  expected  early 
in  1 974  and  in  addition,  approval  has^  now  been  given  for  the  erection  of 
dwellings;  in  the  parishes  of  A'rlesey,  Blunham,  Langford.,  Meppershall,  KTogerhanger 
and  Shefford  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  been  commenced  in  Blunham  and 
Sheff ord.

In  addition  55  aluminium  prefabricated  bungalows  were  demolished  and  the 
tenants  were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

16  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  107  by 
private  enterprise. 

(b)  Action  under  Housing  & Public  Health  Acts:. 

Informal  action  by  your  inspectors  has  again  resulted  in  the  repair  of 
many  unfit  properties  and  the  abatement  of  many  nuisances,  and  reference  to 
the  section  of  the  report,  headed  "Inspection  of  the  Area"  will  give  some 
indication  of  the  number  of  visits  involved  in  achieving  these  results. 

In  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  re^rt  to  statutory  action  against 
an  owner  for  his  failure  to  comply  with  a notice  requiring  him  to  renew  defective 
eaves  guttering. 


Two  appearances'  in  Court  resulted  in  a nuisance  order  being  made  and  an 
Order  for  £5.  costs.  The  work  remained!  und.one  and  it  was  not  until  after  two 
further- hearings  at  Court  that  a fine  of  £5.  with  £20  costs  was  imposed  that 
the  necessary  work  was  eventually  carried  out. 

(c)  Caravans 

There  are  108  residential  caravans  in  the  area,  1 01  of  which  are  on 
2 permanent  sites.  7 others  are  subject  to  planning  consents  and  site 
licences  issued!  on  a temporary  basis. 

The  number  of  itinerant  caravans  has  averaged  20  through:  the  year. 

Most  of  these  have  been  parked  on  land  owned!  by  Bedfordshire  County  Council 
in  the  parish  of  Pot  ton  and  which  the  County  Council,  very  much  against  the 
wishes  of  this  Authority,  the  Parish  Council  and  parishioners,  have  decided 
to  develop  as  a permanent  site. 

Four  latrines  and  a refuse  container  have  been  provided  but  apart  from 
these,  no  other  amenities  exist.  The  site  is  in  a most  untidy  and 
unsatisfactory  condition  and  if  the  caravans  are  to  be  allowed  to  remain, 
it  is  essential  in  the  interests  of  public  health  that  the  site  be  developed 
and  properly  supervised  as  quickly  as  possible.  In  the  meantime  regular 
maintenance  and  servicing  is  equally  essential. 

(d)  Improvement  Grants 

.A  difficult  problem  exists  in  ensuring  that  all  houses  capable  of 
improvement,  will  in  fact  be  improved  by  1980.  In  spite  of  efforts  by 
your  Officers  throughout  the  year-,  the  number-  of  applications  for  improvement 
grants  has;  been  only  111  as  compared  with  1 1 6 during  1 972 . 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  however*  that  of  the  103  applications  approved,  only 
18  have  been  in  respect  of  standard  grants.  This  can  be  taken  as  an  indication 
that  owners  are  taking:  advantage  of  discretionary  grants  to  improve  their- 
properties  to  higher  standards. 

The  Council's  concern  about  the  abuse  of  the  improvement  grants- scheme 
was  allayed  to  a certain  extent  when  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a White 
Paper  was  issued,  outlining  the  Government's  plans  for  the  next  stage  of  its 
drive  to  rid  the  country  of  the  remaining  areas  of  inadequate  housing,  In  a. 
subsequent  circular  it  was  said  that  local  authorities  would  be  justified  in 
refusing  to  give  a discretionary  improvement  grant  where  the  only  effect  of  so 
doing  would  be  to  add  to  the  profit  of  anyone  undertaking  a scheme  of 
improvement  or  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local  Authority  the  rehabilitation 
of  a property  would  not  help  towards  meeting  the  housing  needs  of  the  district. 

Since  then,  4 applications  have  been  refused  for  these  reasons-.  In 
addition,  3 other-  applications  were  refused  because  the  work  proposed  was 
ineligible  for  grant  and1  one  because  the  work  was  completed  before  application 
for  grant  was  made.

Section  3 (3)  of  the  above  Act  requires  a person  proposing  to  install  a 
furnace  or  boiler,  other  than  a domestic  boiler  with  a heating  capacity  of" 
less  than  55»000  Btu  per  hour,  to  give-  notice  of  intention  to  the  local 

authority. 

Two  such  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  both  of  which  were 
approved  after  the  height  of  the  chimneys  had  been  increased1  in  accordance 
with  the  suggestions  of  this  department. 

No  infringements  regarding  smoke  emission  from  factory  chimneys  were 
noted  but  a number  of  complaints  were  received  regarding  smoke  from  the 
burning  of  hardboard  dust  and  veneer  off-cuts.  Towards  the  endi  of  the  year 
the  department  were  able  to  persuade  the  owners  of  the  factory  concerned  to 
purchase  a properly  designed  incinerator  which  it  is  hoped  will  solve  the 
problem. 

10.  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I960 

A.  number  of  complaints  were  again  received  regarding  noise  emanating  from 
3 industrial  premises  in  the  area. 

In  one  case  it  was  found  that  a garage  in  a residential  area  was;  being 
used,  for  industrial  purposes  without  the  benefit  of  planning  consent.  This- 
fact  was;  reported  to  the  Engineer  & Surveyor's  department  and  by  joint 
informal  action  it  was  possible  to  secure  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  by 
the  discontinuance  of  the  business. 

The  second  case  involved  the  fabrication  of  large  metal  pipes  but  after 
taking  numerous  readings  on  the  sound  level  meter  the  overall  result  indicated 
a noise  level  of  only  1 d B above  the  basic  corrected  level.  In  these 
circumstances  it  was-  felt  that  statutory  action  would  not  be  justified  and  the 
complainants  were  informed  accordingly. 

Enquiries  into  the  third  complaint  showed  that  the  noise  complained1  of 
arose  from  worn  bearings  on  old  washing  machines  at  a laundry.  After  several 
discussions  with  the  Manager  we  were  able  to  convince  him  of  the  existence 
of  a statutory  nuisance  with  the  result  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  3 machines 
had  been  replaced  by  modern  ones  and  2 more  will  be  replaced  as  soon  as-  newr 
ones  are  available.
